BY GERMANS ' 


Win on Coal Question in Parley 


at Spa. 


SPA, Belgium— Three of the prin- 


cipal problems facing the allied and 
German delegates meeting her* have 
been disposed of since beginnins of 
the meetings last Monday, leaving 
only the matter of German repara- 
tions to be settled at the next ait- 
ting. It was believed the conference 
would rest over Sunday and resume 
negotiations early Monday. 


An exchange 
between the Ger- 


man foreign ministers, Herr Simons, 
and Premier 
Lloyd George during 


Saturday's 
discussion 
of the coal 


question resulted 
in a diplomatic 


victory for the former. 
Simons told, 


the British premier defiantly 
that 


Germany could not possibly meet the 
allied conditions regarding delivery 
of coal. He demanded that a com- 
mittee of investigation be appoint- 
ed. 
After consulting with other al- 


lied leaders, Lloyd George announc- 
ed that it had been decided to place 
the coal question in the hands of a 
mixed commission of allied anc! Ger- 
man experts for final settlement. 
QUESTIONS DISPOSED OF 


Altho the meetings here had a 


rather inauspicious beginning when 
the German delegation came to Mon- 
day's conference with Dr. Gessler 
and General Von Seekt for discus- 
sion of the disarmament, this ques- 
tion was settled by the Germans' ac- 
ceptance of the 
allied 
ultimatum 


granting a six-months extension of 
the time in which 
Germany 
must 


meet the terms of the peace .treaty. 
The question of prosecution of Ger- 
man officers 
and ' men 
guilty of 


crimes against 
international 
laws 


during the war was disposed of when 
it was agreed that the allies should 
submit additional evidence against 
the accused men and ^hat their trials 
would be conducted as soon as pos- 
s;ble at Lelpsig. It was understood 
the question of indemnities which is 
the next and last 
question on the 


conference program has been agreed 
upon between Great Britain, France 
and Italy. The basis for this agree- 
•u-as reported 
to 
be that France 


would receive five per cent pf the 
total. Great Britain 22 and Italy 10 
per cent. 
The remainder would bs 


divided 
among 
Belgium, 
Poland. 


Rumania and the other allies. 


Belgium has protested that unless 


she obtains priority in payment of 
the indemnity, 
she will repudiate 


her signature 
to the peace treaty, 


thus making the Versailles pact void. 
Is'o danger of such an eventuality 
was seen Saturday night, as neither 
Premier Lloyd George nor Millerand 
have intimated a desire to deprive 
Belgium of this priority. 


Count Sforza, Italian foreign min- 


ister, was understood to be willing: 
to accept ten per cent of the tQ^I 
indemnity from Germany on cona? 
tion that Italy receive 25 per cent 
of the money received from Hungarv 
and Bulgaria as reparations. 
RUSSIANS UXITED BY 
"IMPERIALISTIC" POLES

NEW YORK — Poland's 
defeat 


before the offensive 
of the r soviet 


armies cannot be taken- as proof of 
invulnerable 
power by the Bolshe- 


viki. 
During the French revolution 


invading armies were likewise driv- 
en from the soil of France, but in 
the end Robespierre and his vision- 
arips 
\vpre 
overthrown. 
Poland's 


challenge to the Bolsheviki was ac- 
cepted by all Russia, irrespective of 
party or class alignments. 
That is 


•why the Poles have been so disas- 
tiously defeated. Poland's military 
adventure in Russia was purely im- 
perialistic. 
Thej-Eoles 
wanted 
to 


annex all Galicii, with its rich oil 
fields and desired to make Russia 
permanently 
weak, 
by separating 


Ukraine from north Russia. 


This design was conceived under 


the Prussian 
spirit, 
but the Poles 


failed where the Prussians them- 
selves would have failed. 
The Pol- 


ish invasion had the effect of pro- 
longing the rule of the Bolsheviki 
rather than ending it. It has united 
all the Russian factions. 
Not Bol- 


sheviki generals but generals of the 
old regime, well-taught by the years 
of 
fighting 
against 
Von Hinden- 


burg. 


«It is not to Russia's interest to 


arouse a fresh 
spirit 
of hostility 


among the 
western 
powers. 
The 


United States has just permitted a 
resumption of trade relations with 
Russia. 
Great 
Britain will short- 


ly do the same. 
The future is be- 


ginning to brighten for Russia after 
the terrible agony she has suffered. 
Quick peace with everybody, there- 
fore, is what 
Russia needs. 
Ths 


Moscow commissaries have shown a 
realization of this fact. 
If they fol- 


low a right policy now they •will do 
all they can to get back a little of 
the 
western 
world's 
confidence. 


This, they can do by giving Poland 
a just peace and making no effort 
to 
spread 
Bolsheviki 
propaganda- 


thru Poland into Germany.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


T 


HE week i'ollovruig the second of the na- 
tional conventioub brought a gradual 


swing upward to big business of the East, hut 
this ascendency caused a reaction at the "week- 
end when money slipped easily froiy seven to 
ten per cent. 


Locally we are in the midst of (he dull sea- 


son among our industries. Merchants, how- 
ever, are rapidly converting into cash and de 
posits of mercantile funds at the banks have 
been heavy thruout the week. Drop in deposits 
from, the industries, as an uffsw, has kept 
money tight and it is almost impossible to bor- 
row current funds m any amount.

dividuals are drifting here and some larger 
concerns are knocking at the door prTidmg the 
results of housing. At present prices, no hous- 
ing plan is feasible and lentctble propeilies re- 
inaia at a premium. 


In municipal aftairs the committee named to 


draft a charter is rapidly completing ,!<; work 
and this document may be presented at the 
August primaries, but \vilt burely be offered at 
the November election should delays occur. 
Municipal work is \ery backward and funds 
are lacking for anything more than the barest 
upkeep. Were nob tins true, .lameson-ave 
between Spring and Elm \unild long since have 
received a few bushels of ciubhed sfonc. for it 
is the main thorofare used to the residential dis- 
tricts and since the Metcalf-st bridge is out, 
is now being generally used for south bound 
travel. 


Business in general looks better and moru 


siaple. The condition is still stalemate, hut 
this very fact is resulting in men of business 
fortifying themselves with reserves, rather than 
branching out into new investments or oxpan- 
>5iort in their own commercial lines.

SUPPORTING TWO HOSPITALS 


L 


IMA has within its borderg two hospitals, 
both supported by the public and both do- 


ing a most valuable service to the community 
at large. They are not for the city alone, but 
for all who come in need of treatment. 


Contrary to the imprebbiuu which has goas 


out, St. Rita's hospital is not maintained by the 
Catholic churches of the city. It was erected 
by the public and turned over to the Sisters of 
Mercy to be operated under their direction, but 
the support mu&t come from the public. 


The City hospital is always crowded and at 


times unable to take care of the large number 
of cases coming to its doors. There is no di- 
vision of the patronage of the two institutions, 
both good and serving humanity in the best 
possible manner. 
The persons requiring the 


^services of a hospital go to ihe one 
they 


choose. 


St. Rita's being much larger, is able to care 


for more patients than the older hospital. Its 
capacity is not taxed and there has been a 
number of suggestions concerning the division 
of the city into zones in order that both may 
serve the public in a better manner. The idea 
of those persons with the welfare of both in- 
stitutions at heart is that by designating a por- 
tion of the city to be cared for by one hospital 
and another portion to be ben eel by the other, 
both would become more efficient by eliminat- 
ing crowding and both Mould have sufficient 
revenue upon which to operate. 


Some provisions should be made, whereby 


the maximum benefit could bf derived from the 
two hospitals of the citj, whether it be thru 
die zone system or some other. The rates ot 
buui are in proportion to the service given and 
when compared with other cities are moderate 
The city and community has need of both and 
tbey should be supported in every A\ay possible 
for the facilities are inadequate at the best in 
times of great need, &uch as \\as exprienced 
here during the raging of the influenza epi- 
demic.
